Washington, D. C., ‘Nov. 18.—[Special.]— 
President McKinley late this afternoon di- 
rected instructions to General Ot's at Ma- 
nila to send enough troops to the Islands of 
Panay and Negros to subdue the insurgents 
if necessary, and protect life and property. 
Admiral Dewey was also instructed to send 
a part of his fleet to the islands and to notify 
the insurgents that the United States pro- 

s to manage the affairs of the Philip- 
pines without any interference on their part. 

These instructions were decided on ata 
Cabinet meeting following the receipt of the 
following cablegram from Rear Admiral 

Dewey: 

“Manila, Nov. 18, 1898.—Secretary of the 
Navy, Washington: Charleston and Con- 
cord arrived today from Iloilo. Glass re- 
ports that the entire Island of Panay is.in 
possession-of Insurgents except Iloilo, which 
is defended by 800 Spanish troops. Ali for- 
eign citizens there beg for American protec- 
tion. The Island of Negros has declared in- 
dependence and desires Americar prorec- 
torate. DEWEY.” ~ 


Effect on Peace Commissioners. 


Admiral Dewey’s cablegram advising the 
government of the critical condition of af- 
fairs in the Philippines will undoubtedly 
have considerable weight with the American 
Peace Commissioners, and the text of the 
cable was sent to the commissioners at Paris 
soon after it was received. .It is believed 
the information contained in it will be used 
to impress upon the American representa- 
tives the importance of bringing the negotia- 
tions to a conclusion. 

This active rebellion in an island not cov- — 
ered bylth’ protocol will undoubtediy be re- | 
lied n by the Americans to show the.. 
Spa the: folly of their contestion | 
against relinquishing sovereignty over the 
Philippines. If the United States should re- 
tire and leave. the Spaniards in possession 
of Manila and the forts and return all the 
ammunition over which it has control, it 
would be necessary for the Spaniards to be- 
gin active hostilities to subdue the in- 
surgents. As the latter are gaining ground 
every day and defeating the Spaniards in 
every engagemem, the outcome of such a 
war would in all probability be in favor of 
the allies of Aguinaldo, and the archipelago 
would be lost to Spain in any event.

Paris, Nov. 18.—The United States commis- 
sioners are devoting their time at present 
to formulating their next presentation for 
the consideration of the Spanish commis- 
sioners. While the Americans are reticent, 
it may be said without reserve that the oc- 
casion is near upon which the exact peace 
terms acceptable to the American commis- 
sioners will be laid before the Spaniards, 
with a time limit for their acceptance.

FAME IS DEAD. 


Inventor of Engine Pro-

MONEY SPENT IN HIS WORK. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 18.—[Special.]— 
John W. Keely, known as the inventor of the 
Keely motor, died of pneumonia this after- 
noon at his residence, 1682 Oxford street. Mr. 
Keely had been ill only a few days and the 
announcement of his death came as a sur- 
prise to those who knew him. 

Mr. Keely was born in this city Sept. 3, 
1827. At the age of 12 years he left the 
public schools to become a carpenter’s ap- 


sterer he followed for several years. 

‘About 1872 he came before the publicasan 
inventor, and about 1874 suddenly sprung 
into prominence as the discoverer of a “* mo- 


had held public attention. 
‘He succeeded from time to time in interest- 
‘ing a number of capitalists in his discovery, 
and organized what was known as the Keely 
Motor company with a capital of $5,000,000, 
which has passed through many changes and 
reorganizations. 
In November, 1874, he gave a public ex- 


hibition of his invention, which boomed the 4 


stock considerably. It is estimated that. 
capitalists have confidingly invested over 
$500,000 in the ‘“‘ motor,”’ the practical value 
of which has never materialized. 

Among those who furnished means for him 
to prosecute his alleged investigations were 
Bennett C. Wilson, by whom Keely was em- 
ployed as a furniture varnisher in 1863, and © 
Mrs. Bloomfield H. Moore. . 

Keely took out a patent on his “ motor” 
and the operations in his small shop on 
Twentieth street behind windowless brick 
walls were always veiled in mystery, ex- 
cept when he chose to give an “ exhibition ”’ 
in order to impress prospective investors 
with the advisability of furnishing money 
with which to carry on his experiments. 

He claimed for his “ motor ”’ that it would 


annihilate gravity,” “drive the revolving 
globe.” and every form of propul- 
sion now in use. A nu eft co 

were formed. to enable Mr. Keely to perfect 
his invention, but, notwithstanding the 
abounding faith which the stockholders had 
in his genius, he never seemed able to pro- 
duce a machine of practical use. 

It was claimed for the **‘ motor ”’ that when 
completed it would, by attaching wires to 
Independence Hall, to the Drexel Building, 
and the Land Title Building, it could float 
these mighty buildings, whole and complete, 
to the top of the city hall. 

Another power claimed for it was that a 
girl might sit in her father’s house and run 
his mill .by playing the piano. 

A third virtue claimed was that by pouring 
a glass of water into an urn and brass 
receptacle, generate in half a minutea force 
which would lift an iron weight 700 pounds 
at the end of a six-foot lever; that this force 
could be bottled and this vaporic ether could 
be taken to charge a gun, whieh would 
hurl a leaden bullet against an iron plate 
with sufficient force to pierce the plate. 

In fact, almost every occult physical force 
was claimed for it, which made this inven- 
tion a sort of a “‘ philosopher’s stone”’ of 


modern times.

London. Nov. 19.—The Daily Mail's corre-

- tained a loan, but not from England. Proof 


that the situation is serious is seen in the

“ Marshall Martinez Campos has had a 
long conference with the Captain General of 
Madrid, who was formerly Captain General 
in the northern regions of Spain, and is, 
-therefore, acquainted with the situation in 
the Basque provinces and Navarre.” 

The Madrid correspondent of the Standard, 
whose dispatch is forwarded from the Span- 
ish frontier, says: . 

“The state of the army causes anxiety in 
political and official circles. [t is an open 
secret that officers of all ranks and the re- 
patriated soldiers are discontented, first at 
the non-payment of arrears, and, then, be- 
cause they are profoundly mortified at the 
manner in which the war was conducted, 
which prevented the army from getting a 
much desired Opportunity of coping with the 
Americans, as they believed the army would 
have turned the tide in Spain's favor. 

“Thus far the republicans have not at- 
tempted to tamper with the loyalty of the 


army, but the Carlists are positively trying 


to do so in Catalonia and Valencia. They an- 
nounce the impending publication of a mani- 
festo, chiefly addressed to the artillery, de- 


-claring that Don Carlos no longer considers 


himself bound to show any consideration for 
the present dynasty and government, whose 
shortcomings and errors have involved the 
loss of both territory and honor. 

“ The Carlists’ threats are now so open that 
all classes of newspapers denounce their 
propaganda. The Madrid press sarcastically 
advises the government not to allow itself 
again to be painfully surprised by the Carlist 
rising, as it was by the Cuban and Philip- 
pine rebellions. General Weyler is regarded 
by Spanish officers as the most powerful and 
popular among them. He seems inclined to 
avoid political intrigues, and even shows a 
disposition to support Sefior Sagasta and 


ithe Queen Regent. Neither Marshal Campos 
‘mor General Polavieja enjoys equal prestige 
vwith the army.”’ 


CAPTAIN DEFIES THE COURTS. 


Commander of an Attached British 
Steamer Puts to Sea and Distances 
4 a Pursuer. 


Queenstown, Nov. 18.—Something in 
nature of a sensation has been caused here 
by the extraordinary conduct of Captain 
Johnston, commander of the British steamer 
Briarden, which arrived on Oct. 21 from 
New York, extensively damaged by severe 


weather, during which it was almost sub- 


merged for ten days. Since that time the 
Briarden has been repairing for a passage 
west. 

The Briarden was seized this morning by 
a Marshal of the Admiralty Court, for debt, 
and a bailiff was placed on board. The Cap- 
tain determined to defy the court and start- 
ed for the breakwater. But the pilot who was 
on board refused to navigate the ship out 
of the harbor, with the result that the Cap- 
tain attempted to do so and grounded the 
Briarden off Hall Bow line. Two hours later 
it was floated off. , 

In the meanwhile the Admialty Court 
Officials communicated with the Admiral in 
charge of this station and the latter sent a 
pinnace to intercept the Briarden., The pin- 
nace met the Briarden as thelatter was pass- 
ing out of Queenstown Harbor at full speed 


and ordered it to stop. The Captain of the | 


steamer paid ‘no attention to the summons, 


‘but continued on his way to sea as fast as 


the engines of the Briarden could drive it, 


with the little pinnace following.

CONVICTS MURDER A GUARD. 


Two Prisoners in Columbus State Pen- 
itentiary Make a Desperate At- 
tempt to Escape. 


Columbus, O., Nov. 18.—There was a des- 
perate attempt made by two convict, to €s- 
cape from the penitentiary about 8 o'clock 
this morning, as a result of which Guard 
Charles D. Lauterbach of Mount Vernon was 
shot and killed, while Convicts O'Neil and 
Atkinsom received injuries of a _ serious 
nature and both are now in the prison hos- 
pital. . 

By some means Convicts O’Neil and At- 
kihson, who are serving fifteen years for 
robbery, obtained possession of a revolver 
and proceeded to carry out a bold plan to 


| escape. One covered his face with a hand- 


kerchief and went into the broom shop, 
where he held up Guard Lime and took his 
revolver. 

He then returned to the hoe shop, where 
the other man joined him and they opened 
fire upon Guard Lauterbach, who was in 
charge of that department. 

The guard wasshot three timesiandialmost 
instantly killed. The sound of the shooting 
reached the other officials in the prison and 
they came on the run to investigate. Guard 


Gump was the first on the scene, and, tak- 


ing in the situation at a glance, opened fire 
on the two prisoners. This was returned 
and a regular battle was in progress until 
the revolvers of all the participants were 


eemptied. 

Convict. Atkinson was shot down, 
and as soon as the revolvers were 
emptied Guard Gump rushed in with 


his cane and almost beat O'Neil to death be- 
fore the prisoner would surrender. 

The men were taken to the hospital, where 
their injuries were attended to. Atkinson 
was shot in the body, but is not thought to 
be seriously hurt, and O'Neil was severely 
beaten about the head. 

The other prisoners in the shop where the

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WOMEN WAR ON BALLOT. 


ANTI-SUFFRAGISTS WILL PREPARE 
FOR A VIGOROUS CAMPAIGN, 
Association of Which Mrs. Caroline F. 
Corbin Is President Will Meet To- 
day to Formulate a Pian of Action 
to Defeat Proposed Legislative En- 
actment Providing for an Amend- 
ment to the Constitution to Be Sub- 
mitted to a Vote of the People. 


The Anti-Woman’s Suffrage association 
of Illinois will meet at the residence of Mrs. 
Samuel M. Nickerson, 317 Erie street, this 
morning, when plans will be formulated to 
defeat the efforts of the suffragists to secure | 
the passage of a bill by the State Legislature 
this winter providing that an amendment 
to the constitution granting woman suf- 
frage be submitted to a vote of the people. 

Today’s meeting will be the adjourned an- 
nual session, and in addition to other busi- 
ness a géneral election of officers will be 
held. 

The woman suffragists, under the leader- 
ship of Catherine Waugh McCulloch, are 
already working up sentiment in behalf of 
their proposed legislative measure, and the 
anti-suffragists have awakened to a realiz- 
ing sense of the fact that they must be up 
and doing. 

President Caroline F. Corbin of the Anti- 
Suffrage association has written a number 
of articles and tracts setting forth reasons 
why women neither need nor should desire 
the franchise, and this literature will be 
sent to every member-elect of the Senate 
and the Lower House. In case the women 
suffragists send a lobbying committee to 
Springfield it will find there a phalanx of the 
enemy ready to do battle. 


Arguments“Against Suffrage. 

At the meeting this morning the members 
of the association will talk over the results 
of the recent elections in the Western States, 
where woman suffrage was an issue, and 
will rejoice over the argument against 
woman suffrage, which they think the suf- 
fragists themselves furnished by staying at 
‘home on the last registration days, and thus 
losing their votes for University Trustees. 
This apathy will be used at Springfield in an 
attempt to.prove that woman does not want 
the ballot and will not use it if she gets it. 

The anti-suffragists have another weapon, 
ridicule,”” which-may be used to some 
vantage at the State Capitol. ‘They are go- 
ing to tell the legislators that the excuse 
of the suffragists for the light registration 
of women is that registration day was 
rainy. 

Mrs. Corbin said yesterday: ) 

“The Illinois Association Opposed to the 
Suffrage of Women is not an aggressive or- 
ganization. It believes the sphere of wom- 
an is the home; that instead of being elevat- 
ed woman would be degraded by the ballot. 
When I say that we are not aggressive, I 
mean simply that we act-only on the de- 
fensive. We work only when. we find that 
our opponents are stirring, and then we 
strike for our homes and for the preserva- 
tion of the dignity and gentleness of wom- 
anhood. 


Suffragists Represent a Minority. 


“If we went about noisily with trumpets 
or aS an army with banners, we should lay 
ourselves open to the criticisms which are 
made on our opponents. Weshrink from be- 
ing termed agitators. We cannot rightly be 
so called. We would welcome the day that 

would allow us all to remain constantly at 
our firesides with a full knowledge of the fact

“It is my belief as a matter of fact that: 
while the suffragists claini to represent their 
Sex aS a Whole, they in reality represent only 
a handful, The working women whom they 
claim as partisans. of their cause are in 
reality largely with us.’’ 

The anti-suffrage association has hereto- 
fore shrunk from publicity and comparative- 
ly few people know of its existence, but if 
the views of President Corbin are carried 
out provision will be made today fora re- 
organization in order to increase its effec- 
tiveness.

IN ONE AS A RESULT 
OF LONG PLANNING. 


New Shawmut National, by a Change 
to Be Made Next Week, Will Embrace 
Nine Other Financial Institutions— 
Method of Reoganization. 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 18.—[Special.]—Next 
Friday the Shawmut National Bank of Con- 
gress street, this city, will make its exit 
from the mercantile world. The following 
day the National Shawmut Bank will begin 
business. ~ 

This is the bank which is reorganized as 
the result of the liquidation of nine other 
national banks in this city, at the instance 
of a committee representing about seventy- 
five savings banks which held stock in these 
institutions. 

It has a copital stock of $3,000,000 and a 
surplus, calle@ for payment before Dec. 7, 
1898, of $1,500,000. James P. Stearns, Vice 
President of the old Shawmut, will be Presi- 
dent of the new bank. 

The deal involves the transfer of $25,000,- 
000 of deposits and the shifting of more 
than $25,000,000 in loans. Not all of the 
business of the banks that are forced out 
of existence goes to the newcomer. Many 
customers have transferred their patronage 
to other existing banks rather than be shift-. 
ed about at the whim of the consolidators. 

The total capital, surplus, and individual 
profits represented in the book value of the 
banks liquidated is upward of $10,000,000, 
and the total selling price is $8,427,250.. The 
banks wound up are the Columbian, Boston, 
North, Revere, North American, Eagle, 
Howard, Market, and Hamilton. 

The whole affair is the result of the work 
of the Savings Bank committee appointed 
more than two years ago to secure a re- 
duction in and improve the returns upon 
national bank capital in this city. 

Three years ago the national bank capital 
of Boston stood at $51,850,000, but, largely 
through the efforts of the savings banks of 
the State, which own over 37 per cent of 
the total stock of Boston national banks, 
they had reduced the aggregate by about 
$4,000,000 prior to the latest achievement. 

When the plan now in hand has been con- 
summated, and other deals that are under 
way, not connected with the savings bank 
scheme, have been pushed through, the re- 
duction will amount to nearly $12,000,000, 
and bring the aggregate capital down in the 
vicinity of $40,000,000,

Patrick Flanagan, Who Was Turned 
Back by Immigrant Inspectors, |

Quebeck, Nov. 18.—[Special.]—Patrick 
Flanagan, the British ex-prisoner who 
served fifteen years in English prisons for 
conenction with a dynamite plot and who 
was detained here by American immigration 
staff, has disappeared. He left by Grand 


‘Trunk railway for Montreal, presumably 


en route to the United States, which country 
he will probably enter unknown to the offi- 
cials. His whereabouts will be kept secret 
by his friends for some time until matters 
have quieted down. 

Washington, D. C., Nov, 18.—[Special.]— 
Unless Patrick Flanagan, the English dyna- 
miter, who was refused entrance into the 
United States, appeals from the action of 
the Immigration Inspector at Quebec in ex- 
cluding him, he will be compelled to remain 
outside the confines of this country. Even 
if an appeal is made the inspector may be 
upheld. So far as the immigration officials 
here are concerned the matter is a closed 
incident. Inspector Francis at Quebec yes- 
terday telegraphed that Flanagan had ap- 
plied for admission, and admitted he was a 
convict. Francis stated that Flanagan had 
served fifteen years in the penitentiary for 
felony in connection with a dynamite con- 
spiracy, but was pardoned, and asked the 
department ‘to advise him what course to 
pursue. Commissioner Powderly directed | 
him to use his discretion. Flanagan was 
refused admittance to this country, not 
only because he is charged with being a 
dynamiter, but because he was liable to 
become a public charge.

FUNERAL OF BARON SPARRE. 


Swedish Nobleman of Varied Military 
Experience, Who Became an Amer- 
ican, Buried in Cleveland. 


Cleveland, O., Nov. 18.—[Special.]—Fu- 
neral services were held here today for Baron 
Henrie Casimer Sparre. He was a member 
of one of the prominent families of Sweden. 
Baron Sparre came to the United States in 
1874, locating in Chicago. : 

He removed to Cleveland in July, 1895. 

Upon coming to the United States he 
dropped his title. Baron Sparre was a sol- 
dier, and was knighted by the King of Den- 
mark. After attending the military academy 
he entered the army. In the war between 
Denmark and Germany in 1864 he entered 
the Danish army. He was taker prisoner 
when the Prussians captured the Dyboel 
fortress. 

While in the army he pursued a course of 
study in the Royal Gymnastic Central In- 
stitute, and during his residence here prac- 
ticed medical gymnastics. 

{Baron Henric Cassimer Sparre, whose death 
at Cleveland, O.. was reported yesterday. is re- 
membered by many of the Swedish-American 
residents of this city as an old Chicagoan. . Baron 
Sparre, though mself a wealthy man, was 
a meet of one of the wealthiest and most pow- 
erful of the titled families of Sweden.

The best of the 
Brunnhilde music comes in the last act.when 
most of the shouting is over. In the mean- 
time, the duet between Sieglinde and Sieg- 
mund was given in splendid style by {me. 
Eames ard Van Dyck, the former going 
through every phase of emotion from shame 
and fear to the ardent rapture of all-con- 
quering love. The crescendo of terror was 
also given with fine dramatic power in the 
dream scene which precedes the tremendous 
finale of the second act. The Sieglinde of 
Mme. Eames is so much more than the 
frightened innocent maiden that slie seems 
almost to be a new creation and a far more 
potent factor in the opera than ever before. 
The Wotan of Herr Muhimans, who re- 
placed Mr. Bispham, was wonderfully sat- 


isfactory. considering what he has to con-- 


tend with in the way of comparison. He 
has not always a sure grasp gf the music; 
consequently he is apt to lose his hold upon 
the audience, but his voice is a rich bari- 
tone, which was never at fault. In the eec- 
ond act his music was curtailed to a cer- 
tain extent, but in the two scenes with 
Fricka and Brunnhilde he sang with consid- 
erable intelligence and dignity, although he 
has not the finished art or the serene god- 
liness of Mr. Bispham’s Wotan. ° 

As for Mme. Nordica, her Brunnhilde last 
year was so fine except in the above men- 
tioned B natural that it was hard last night 
to improve much upon former impressions. 
The music of the second act is distinctly. 
hard upon her voice, for so much of it liés 
in the middle and lower register, especially 
in the impressive scene with Siegmund 
while Sieglinde lies sleeping. 

But Mme. Nordica conquered all difficul- 
ties by her great art. The fate motive and 
the Walhalla motive, which are so splendidly 
woven together in that scene, gathered a 
new grandeur from her splendid declama- 
tion and overwhelming presence. That 
Mme. Nordica could sing that passage with 
such roundness of tone could never have 
been guessed from her performance of Aida 
on Wednesday night: and in any case she 
scattered to the winds any doubts as to the 
condition of her voice this year. One has 
only to look at the score to see at a glance 
the task which a soprano has before her in 
singing Brunnhilde’s music in the second 
act, and when that task Is fully realized 
Mme. Nordica’s great achievement will be 
appreciated. Wagner never had much pity 
for the vocalist, and Mme. Eames has the 
same difficulties to overcome in the first 
act, when the sword is first mentioned; but 
both singers came through the ordeal with 
flying colors last night. 


In the Third Act. 


The third act opened with a far more stir- 
ring performance from the Walkyries than is 
usually the case; even the orchestra warmed 
up to {ts work at this point and gave a splen- 
did account of itself right through to the end. 
After the shrieks of the Walkyries had been 
somewhat allayed Brunnhilde appeared with 
the half-fainting Sieglinde and proclaimed 
the advent of Siegfried, using the magnifi- 
cent Siegfried motive with great effect; the 
answering delight of Sieglinde was beauti- 
fully expressed in that exquisite phrase 
which for some reason Wagner never thor- 
oughly elaborated, and then came the long 
scene between Wotan and Brunnhilde which 
brings the opera toa close. 

Here Mme. Nordica more than came up to 
expectations; her voice seemed to grow 
fuller in tone as the evening wore on, and 
the final acceptance of her mortality was 
given with a wonderful sustained strength. 
Nothing is finer in the whole range of Wag- 
nerian acting than the extraordinary change 
which comes over. the Brunnhilde of Mme. 
Nordica as she passes from semi-godhead to 
the more timid yet more womanly mortality. 
Added to this there isin her manner through 
this last act a-sort of anticipation of her 


| future union in mortal love with Siegfried, 


and the whole makes up the most entrancing 
picture of a heroic goddess turned suddenly 
to a loving maiden. sig 

Herr Muhlimans was not altogether satis- 
factory in this long scene, because he lacks 
the necessary majesty.of manner, and his 
voice was rather unevenin quality. He, too, 
was hampered by Wagner’s stretching of 
the compass. What a pity that Edouard de 
Reszke does, not study this part; his final 
parting with Brunnhilde would be a magnifi- 
cent thing to hear. 

Nothing could have been finer than the 
last tableau, with its orchestral accompani- 
ment, in which Herr Schalk and his band 
thoroughly redeemed themselves.

RUMOR OF DEAL CREDITED 


Belief That J. Pierpont Morgan 
and the Vanderbilts Are

BONDS TO MATURE IN 1903. 


"While President Blackstone of the Alton 
still) maintains that he knows nothing about 


a contemplated sale of the Chicago and Al-: 


ton, yet the opinion is rapidly gaining 
ground that control of the road will pass into 
other hands before long. It was stated yes- 
terday, on apparently good authority, that 
all the cash required for the purchase had 
been subscribed three times over. It has 
been known for some time and was 80 
stated in THE TRIBUNE a few days ago that 
a syndicate of capitalists had secured an 
option on the property and that a majority 
of the stock was on deposit with the Illinois 
Trust and Savings, an institution with which 
President T. B. Blackstone, Vice President 
J. J. Mitchell of St. Louis, and others heavily 
interested in the Alton are closely identified. 
Details of the proposed deal have not yet 
been completed, but it is beileved they will 
be in a few days. 

The reports that the road is té be bought 
in the interest of the Kansas City, Pittsburg 
and Gulf are not credited, though it is be- 


Heved President Stillwell of that road is a 


member of the syndicate. Some well In- 
formed persons even predict that the syndi- 
cate also intends to secure possession of the 
Gulf road. 

The prevailing opinion is that the power 
behind the throne is J. Pierpont Morgan and 
the Vanderbilts and that they intend to place 
both the Alton and the Pittsburg and Gulf 
roads in the grand railroad combination 
which they have had in the process of forma- 
tion for the last two or three years. The 
Union Pacific, the Northern Pacific, the Ore- 
gon Short Line, and the Oregon Railway and 
Navigation company have qniey, been 
brought into the Morgan com ination, and 
little doubt is entertained that the Baltimore 
and Ohio will become a Pierpont Morgan 
syndicate property after its reorganization. 


Connecting Link for Many Years. 


The Alton for many years has been the con- 
necting link between the Vanderbilt roads 
in Chicago and the Kansas Pacific division 
of the Union Pacific at Kansas City. The 
consummation of the proposed deal would 
give the Alton not only a direct outlet to the 
Pacific coast via the Union Pacific, but an 
equally good through line to the Gulf of 
Mexico over the Kansas City, Pittsburg and 
Gulf road. 

Among other things which have led pres- 
ent holders of the Alton securities to con- 
sider propositions for the purchase of the 
property is said to be the fact that a large 
proportion of the bonded indebtedness of the 
road will mature in 1903, and President 
Blackstone and other holders do not care to 
be bothered with the renewal. The $12,- 
579.850 of bonds which will thus mature bear 
interest at the rate of 6 and 7 percent. It 
is expected that they can now be refunded 
at a rate of interest not exceeding 4 per 
cent. The total capitalization of the Alton is 
$34,809,850, but this capitalization does not 
begin to represent the amount which has 
been spent on the construction of the road. 
The syndicate holding the option, it is said, 
will, if its scheme goes through, issue $40; 
000,000 of 4 per cent bonds and $20,000,000 of 
common 

Cut by Canadian “‘ Soo ” Line. 

The Canadian Pacific’s ‘‘ Soo’’ Line yes- 
terday announced a rate of $23 from St. Paul 
to New York. This is a cut of $2.70 and is 
based on a $7 rate from St. Paul to Chica- 
go. The Chicago-St. Paul lines have met the 
rate. It is applicable on through business 
first and second class to the seaboard. The 
officials of the Western roads claim the cut 
is an attempt of the Soo Line to control the 
bulk of the European emigrant business, 
which is usually heavy at this season of the 
year from points in the Northwest. They 
propose to meet any reduction the Soo Line 
may make in the rates on this business.

at the Brooklyn navy 
yard today. 

The Buffalo reached the yard this after- 
noon from Newport, R. I., partly unde: its 
own steam and assisted by the government 
tugs Wampatuck and Nina. On board the 
ship the Board of Inquiry, composed of 
Commander McGowan, Commander Siock- 

ton, and Lieutenant Chambers, continues 
its investigation to determine, if possi- 
ble, the cause of the mishap to the vessel. 

All the officers having knowledge of the 
facts today declinéd to discuss the matter. 
But among the jackies and marines there is 
little doubt as to the methods employed to 
disable the vessel. There was great dis- 
satisfaction among the members of the 
Buffalo's crew at being ordered to Manila. 
Many of these were one-year men, and they 
realized that a trip to the Philippines meant 
about three years’ more service. Many of 
the men deserted, regardless of probable 
capture and punishment. Others are said — 
to have stuffed “ditty” and gunry”’ 
bags in the sea valves, and gome of these, 
working their way.into the condenser, dis- 
abled the ship. 

Lieutenant Bell, secretary to Rear Admiral 
Bunce, said today: ‘* The disabling of the 
Buffalo may have been the result of an 
accident. If the injury to the machinery 
was the result of malicious acts it will bea 
difficult matter to establish the guilt of 
the offenders.’’ 

An engineer on one of the warships con- 
firmed the story of malicious disabling and 
added: “**‘ The same sort of trouble was 
experienced on the New Orleans during the 
war. It is Hable to occur on any of jhe 
other vessels if ordered on g long cruise.”’

TWO RIVAL COLORED ASTRONOMERS 
PROPOUND NEW FACTS. 


‘Professor C, A. Johnson at the Hope- 
well Missions Declares the Planets 
Are the Result of “Gyration and 
Gravitation "—Bishop W. 8S. Crow- 
dey Quotes Joshua to Prove the 
Earth Does Not Revolve on a Pole 
Thrust Through Its Center. 


Two colored men, wheee views on 
nomical and scientific subjects from stand- 
points as far apart as Jupiter and the 
bottom of a coal mine on earth, gave lect- 
ures in Chicago last night. Professor C. A, 
Johnson of Hamilton, Can., spoke at the 
Hopewell Mission, Twenty-first and Clark 
streets, on ‘‘ The Origin of the Planeis,’’ 
while Bishop William 8. Crowdey delivered 
/an open air address on “ The Mistakes of 
Science.”’ 

Professor Johnson said the planets were 
made by gyration and gravitation,’ and 
Bishop Crowdey asserted the stars and plan- 
ets are only chinks in the sky through which 
the light shines. Bishop Crowdey belongs. 
to the ‘‘sun do move’”’ school. He pointed 
out the absurdity of thinking that the earth 
went wabbling around In space on a pole 
shoved through the middle, and cited Joshua 
as his principal witness. The Bishop said: 

* Did Joshua, when he was pursuing the

on your rusty axle’? Not Joshua. He 
said: ‘ Stand still, thou sun over Gibeon and 
thou moon in the Valley of Ajalon.’

Sketch of the Founder. 


Captain Wilson Imbrie Davenny, the 
founder of the new organization, was born 
of Scotch-Irish parentage in Pennsylvania in 
1859. He was a teacher at 16, then a student 
at Iron City College; Pittsburg; then in busi- 
hess, and in 1883 editor of the Advance-

He 
finally went to Detroit, and represented that 
city at the World's Fair at Chicago in 1893, | 
and since the fall following he has been a 
resident of that city.

It is feared that the eight persons in Pro- 
fessor Johnson's audience did not exactly 
follow him. 


Bishop Crowey’s Dogma. 

Bishop Crowdey is the founder of the 
“Church of God and Saints of Christ” of 
Kansas. He preached on thé streets on the 
articles of faith of the church. He said the 
principal ones were the ten commandments, 
foot washing as a commandment, and the 
holy kiss. It is the ‘‘ holy kiss’’ which has 
brought the Bishop into disrepute in sey- 
eral localities, especially in Texas. The 
Bishop teaches that all the members of his 
church must salute each other when pass- 
ing with a kiss. All the members also salute 
their Bishop with a kiss, and there is no 
distinction in this indiscriminate ‘‘ Hobson- 
izing ’’ in regard to race. 

‘**You must wash each other's feet,’’ de- 
clared the Bishop. ‘‘ You must greet each 
other with the holy kiss. You must believe 
that the sun moves.”’ 

Bishop Crowey did not attend Professor 
Johnson's lecture, and the minds of the 
friends of both lecturers were greatly re- 
lieved, as it was feared that Professor John- 
son would hurl “ gyration and gravitation ”’ 
at the Bishop, while the Bishop would stern- 
ly command him to believe that the ‘‘ sun do 
move.’”’

WOES OF EVANSTON PATRONS 


Persistent complaints of inadequate street 
ear service in various parts of Chicago that 
fall upon deaf ears at the offices of the 
traction companies have led to a beléef that 


-the failure to meet public demands is part of 
studied object lesson ‘to force sentiment 


in favor of fifty-year franchises. A little 
discomfort to the people, it would seem, is 
counted on to make the patrons favor long 
term grants in the hope that they will bring 
with them more cars, more trains, anda 
better service generally. 

These complaints are growing more and 
more numerous and-vigorous. They come 
chiefly from the North and West Sides, and 
have found their way to the Mayor. But 
apparently there is no way to force the 
street car companies to meet the public re- 
quirement, and as a result the people must 

' pay five cents apiece for a seat and a ride, 
generally without getting the former at all, 
and frequently having to wait long and 
patiently for the latter. In the meantime, 
the companies wait for a change in senti- 
ment toward their desired franchises. 


Woes of North-Siders. 


For two or three weeks residents of the 
North Side have complained of the nature of 
the street carservice given them. One night 
not long ago hundreds of passengers were 
brought face to face with the alternative of 
walking home, hiring cabs, or spending the 
night in the cable cars. The cause was an 
accident. A few days previous the cable 
lines were tied up for several hours, and 
since then hardly a day has passed without 
some complaint concerning the service. The 
Wells street, North Clark street, and Lin- 
coln avenue lines, it is declared, have been 
the greatest offenders. 

Night after night, at the hours when the 
home going crowds are largest, scores of 
people have waited minutes longer than they 
should at every street intersection along the 
down-town loop. When the delayed cars 
have come they often have been so crowded 
in the trip south in La Salle street and east 
in Monroe that by the time they reached so 
important a corner as Madison and Dearborn 
streets not a place was left in aisles or plat- 
forms, and the waiting throng has been 
obliged to see the cars pass by. | 


Little Sign of a Schedule. 


Though complaint has been found with the 
mumber of the cars, which is said to be in- 
sufficient, observation has made it apparent 
that there would be less need for clamor if 

_the trains were run at regular intervals. 
Conductors who have had to face the wrath 
‘of passengers have taken refuge behind 
the statement that they cannot be blamed 
for accidents along the line, but have made 
no attempt to excuse their employers. The 
abuse heaped on employés has had the re- 
sult of making service with the North Chi- 
cago Street railway company unpopular, 
and conductors have admitted that men 
leave as soon as they can. 
The street car service on the North Hal- 


 gteet line in Lake View is being complained 


of by Twenty-fifth Ward residents, a dele- 
gation of whom called on the Mayor yes- 
terday. The citizens declare that there is 
not a sufficient number of cars on to ac- 
commodate the public, and complained that 
no cars were run after midnight. A petition 
signed by property-owners, complaining of 
the service, was presented. , 

“If the companies do not run at least 


one car a day,’’ said the Mayor, “‘ we can | 


forfeit their charters, but so long as they 
comply with the terms of their ordinances 
by at least doing that much the city can 
do fhothing. There is nothing in any of the 
ordinances compelling them to do more.”’ 

Persons depending on the North State 
street line have been among the sufferers 
from the North Side system. The street 
is torn up for paving and the fact appears 
to have given the railway people the impres- 
sion that every inconvenience in transpor- 
tation will be charged against the city and 
the_contractors. The consequence is said 
to have been a haphazard manner of running 
thé line. 

There are complaints of the Sheffield ave- 
line, too. 


Evanston People Protest. . 

The people of Evanston, also, complain of 
inadequate service from the Chicago North 
Shore Street railway. Many residents of 
the far North Side, as well as of the suburb, 
use the line daily, and for four months tneir 
—- has been kindling against the trolley 

ne, 

The company received its pcwer, untll last 
Avlgust, from the Edgewater plant, but the 
motors were moved to Belmont and Califor- 
nia avenues, and since then the'cars have 

- been running on half former power. The 
company, to overcome this loss, now runs 


the cars in pairs a block apart, and one of 


them stops at Emerson street, the other go- 
ing to the end of the line. The law requires 
that the cars run every fifteen minutes, but 
this they fail to do, the patrons assert. 

Mayor Dyche ordered the police to take 
the time’‘of each car, and for five hours 
they did so. It was found that at times there 
was an interim of thirty-five minutes be- 
tween cars. The table slows that between 
6 and 7 o'clock in the evening there were 
four cars, but they ran in pairs, forcing pas- 
gengers to wait thirty minutes. 


. The people of North Evanston are leudest 
fn their complaints, and they were the ones 
who induced Mayor Dyche to get a tabulated 


account of the time. 


FRANCHISE WAR

Now. how- 
ever, this has been stopped, Alderman Jack- 
son says, and he wants the police to find 
out if the company is protecting its Rhodes 
avenue franchise by running at ieast one 
car a day. His object is not to get more 
cars on the; streets so much as to get the 
tracks up if the company has forfeited its 
franchise.

Theelectric 
road is in the process of construction, and 
it was the intention of the directors to have 
the tracks laid into North Evanston, and 
by spring to have acomplete electric system 
running between Chicago and the “* State 
line. To do this a franchise to pass through 
Kenilworth was necessary. The company 
applied for permission to build its line to 
the east of the Northwestern railway 
tracks. Permission was refused. Several 
large land owners and many residents west 
of the tracks favored the project, but in 
vain. 

This has aroused the people of Wilmette 
and Winnetka, who are loud in their com- 
plaints. The people of Kenilworth have or- 
ganized an association and have promised 
the road their coéjperation. The directors 
have by no means been idle, and they intend 
to build the tracks to the town line, both 
north and south, and run buses between. 
This will fill Kenilworth with a Sunday 
crowd.

ON ROCK ISLAND. 


FREIGHTS COLLIDE AND WRECKING 
TRAIN MEETS FAST MAIL. 


Quadruple Collision Near Moscow, Ia., 
in Which One Man Is Killed and 
Fourteen Injured—Mistake- in the 
Dispatcher’s Office at Des Moines 
Supposed to Have Been the Cause of 
the Double Catastrophe—Mail Train 
Escapes Almost Uninjured, 


Davenport, Ia., Nov. 18.—[Special.]—One 
man killed, another dying, nearly a score 
badly injured, two freight trains partly de- 
molished, a wrecking train knocked to 
pieces, and the engine of the fast mail laid 
off for repairs, were the results of a strange 
double or quadruple wreck on the main line 
of the Rock Island a short distan€e west of 
this city this morning. One wreck—a head 
end collision of two freight trains—occurred 
just this side of Moscow about 7:30 a. m. 
Besides a general piling up of engines and 
freight cars, it resulted in a fatality and in-

ELEVEN TRACK MEN KILLED. 


Pennsylvania Train in New Jersey

“re next detachment to sail*will be the 
Fifteenth Infantry, which will follow the 
Third Georgia to Puerto Principe. There will 
be no haste in this movement for two rea- 
gons, one being to give the Spaniards an op- 
portunity to evacuate and another because 
the government is short of transports. A 
Jarge number of American troops will be in 
Cuba by Dec. 1, and the whole army of oc- 
cupation will reach there a month later, 
which time has finally been set for the evac- 
uation of the Spanish forces. 

The government has only twelve trans-. 
ports on the Atlantic coast, three of which— 
the Mohawk, Massachusetts, and Mobile— 
are out of commission. This leaves only 
nine transports, with an average carrying 
capacity of two regiments each. The Rou- 
mania and Chester were yesterday ordered 
to Savannah from New York to be in read- 
iness to receive troops within four days. 
The transports now at Porto Rican ports 
will bring volunteer regiments to the United } 
States which have been ordered to return, 
and upon their arrival here these vessels 
will be used in sending troops to Cuba 
which are intended for garrison duty. 
Cienfuegos and Puerto Principe will be the 
first cities to be occupied, and already 
lighters have been ordered to Cienfuegos 
for the puropse of landing the troops which 
are now under orders to proceedthere. The 
American forces will be sent to Sagua la 
Grande, Sancti Spiritus, Santa Clara, Ma- 
tanzas, Mariel, and Havana. 

Preparations are now being made for the 
reception of the army, and comfortable and 
sanitary camps have been selected and are 
now being put in readiness for occupation. 
The commissary and quartermaster de- 
partments have been making elaborate ar- 
rangements for the @are of the soldiers, and 
thousands of rations are now on Cuban soil. 
Special attention will be paid to the food 
for the men, and everything which would 
be a repetition of the mistakes of the San- 
tiago campaign will be avoided if possible. 
Beef on the hoof will be sent, so as to avoid 
furnishing the soldiers with spoiled meat. 
The Surgeon General has also made elab- 
orate preparations for the coming winter, 
and many improvements over the methods 
which prevailed during the early part of the 
war will be noticed. | 

It cannot be stated exactly when the occu- 
pation of Havana will take place, but within 
two weeks the presence of many of Uncle 
Sam's soldiers will be noticed about the 
suburbs, and the streets of the capital of the 
island. Three régiments of Illinois infantry 
are found in the Seventh Corps, which will 
be commanded by General Fitzhugh Lee, 
two of which will probably be stationed in 
Havang and one at Mariel, twenty-five miles 
away. The Eighth Illinois Infantry is now 
at Santiago, and before Christmas four reg- 
iments of the Illinois troops will be on Cuban 
soil, together with the whole army of oc- 
cupation.

Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 18.—The proposition 
to give the Milwaukee Street railway com- 
pany the monopoly of the street railway 
business in this city for twenty-five years for 
the payment of $2,650,000 does not meet with 
popular favor. The people generally feel 

that it is selling their birthright “* for a mess 
of pottage.’’

At this 
conference it was shown that, basing the 
proposition on the present earnings of the 
road and leaving out of the calculation the 
prospect of the future growth of the city and

The people do not know just what the rail- 
way company expects from the city for the 
guarantee that it will be free from any com- 
petition. The guarantee is expressed in 
such a vague way that no one except those 
who are in the conference knows just what 
the railway company expects, and neither 
Mayor Rose nor the committee of the street 
railway will state definitely until. the or- 
dinance which has been prepared shall be 
presented to,the Council.

DWIGHT’S REASONS NOT KNOWN 


Surprise Is General That Yale’s Presi- 
dent Should Resign at This 
Time. 


= 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 18.—[Special.]— 
This city has not yet recovered from its sur- 
prise over the resignation of President Tim- 
othy Dwight of Yale University. Yale nien 
are a little inclined that there is something 
behind it all. Those in touch with the uni- 
versity remember that less than a year ago 
President Dwight submitted in his annual 
report the most radical proposed innova- 
tions ever embodied in a Yale President's 
report. They included requests for dona- 
tions amounting to over $3,000,000 for the 
erection of new buildings to be completed in 
time for Yale’s bicentennial in 1901. 

It was reported from sources of high au- 
thority that at least one million had been 
pledged conditionally for the new buildings 
and that the Bicentennial committee was 
meeting with entire success in its efforts 
to assure the entire amount. 

The scheme of the bicentenNial celebration 
was President Dwight’s, and that he should 
retire from the Presidency before the bi- 
centennial has aroused suspicion that he 
has differed from the corporation, the gov- 
erning body of the university, on some im- 
portant matter. Neither President Dwight 
nor members of the corporation will, how- 
ever, admit that there has been a strain in 
the university management over the plans 
for the bicentennial. President Dwight said 
this morning: 

‘“T have no plans for the future except to 


where I have lived and where I hope to 
continue to reside. I shall not retire till the 
end of the present school year. After that 
I expect to take an extended rest.”’ 
President Dwight was. reminded that the 
corporation yesterday in leaving his resig- 
nation with a special committee voted to 
urge him to remain till at least after the bi- 
centennial. He admitted that he was con- 
sidering the corporation’s request, but stat- 
ed that he had not decided to yield toit. 
That President Dwight’s determination to 
resign was sudden will be noted from the 
fact that he was given leave of absence two 
years ago. He spent a year in Europe with 
his son, Winthrop, returning a year ago and 
resuming his Presidential duties. 


WORK ON CANADIAN TREATY. 


Members of the Anglo-American Com- 
mission Hope to Finish Their 
Labors in December. 


Washington, D. C., Nov, 18.—Members of 
the Anglo-American commission, Canadians 
and Americans, expressed the hope today 
that the commission would complete its 
labors before.the Christmas holidays. 

Greater progress has been made than is: 
generally unders:ood, and the rough draft 
of some of the articles of the proposed 
treaty has been submitted by subcommit- 
tees and tentatively approved. It is un- 
derstood by those acquainted with its work 
that the questions of border immigration, 
mining rights, lake fisheries, and the Aias- 
kan-Canadian boundary have been found 
less difficult of solution than was expected, 
and that a basis of agreemefit on these sub- 
jects is in sight, if not actually determined 


upon. 

On the subject of reciprocity there is much 
perplexity. While the abrogation of the 
British preferential tariff is considered by 
some of the American commissioners as a 
sine qua non to eny reciprocity agreement, 
it is sai@ this view has not been submitted 
‘tin the form of an ultimatum and that the 
issue on that point is yet to come.

UNABLE TO FIX THE BLAME, 


New York, Nov. 18.—The War Investigae- 
tion commision met here today. All the 
members were present except Colonel Denby 
and Major Miles, - 

Dr. Charles R. Greenleaf, chief surgeon of 


the troops in the field on General Miles’ staff, 


said that in some respects Camp Alger was 
a good camp for a small body of men, but 
there were many drawbacks. The water 
supply was poor and the region was known. 
to be highly malarious. 
There was a deficiency of privates in the 
hospital corps and of medical officers, and at 
times of medical supplies. The best inter- 


ests of the sick, Dr. Greenleaf said, were 


not seriously imperiled, but the efforts of the 
physicians were generally embarrassed. 

Taking up the question of the lack of tents, 
surgeons, and medical supplies in Cuba, Dr.- 
Conner asked Dr. Greenleaf how the medical 
supplies were delayed at Siboney. 

Dr. Greenleaf said he did not know. : 
“*Who finally unloaded these supplies?’ 
asked Dr. Conner. 

“J did. I captured some pontoons, and 
took the law into my own hands.”’ | 

‘* You unloaded in thirty-six hours supplies 
that had been lying in the harbor two weeks, 
Why did not Dr. Pope, chief surgeon of Gen- 
eral Shafter’s corps,-land them within those 
two weeks?’’ 

‘“T suppose he was at the front attending 
to the wounded.”’ 

‘* Did Dr. Pope take charge of one wounded 
man?”

In reply to another question, Dr. Green- 
leaf said that it was usual in time of war 
to anticipate the wants of wounded men and 
to expect that there would be wounded. 
He could not tell if all proper arrange- 

ments had been made in Cuba, but he knew 
that the stores had not been landed. He de- 
clared positively that he found no evidence 
of any neglect or incompetency on the part 
of any medical officer. 

Questioned as to the condition of affairs 
on the transports, Dr. Greenleaf said he di 
not personally inspect the transports 
Cuba, but those leaving Porto Rico under h’s 
personal direction were well equipped ‘in 
all respects. 

David J. Goss, a private of the Seventy- 
first Regiment, who was cook for his com- 
pany at Camp Black, in reply to questions 
by General Beaver told of the disembarka- 
tion at Siboney and the march to camp. He 
‘said some of the marching men threw away 
their haversacks with their rations and then | 
shared other men’s supplies until the next _ 
day’s rations were issued. 

Goss could not tell of the experience of 
the regiment at the front, because he had 
been left in the rear to help care-for some 
sick men. He had aslight attack of yellow 
fever in Santiago and later on the St. Louis

Starvation the Trou 

The nurse, Miss Graves, told him his trou- 
ble was starvation, but there was plenty of 
food on the St. Louis for well men, 

As a geneml summing up of his most un- 
pleasant experience Goss said: “It was ali 
pretty rough. Nothing went right. It was 
some one’s incompetency, but I don’t know 
whose. When we left Camp Black at 4 
o’clock we were kept moving about doing 
nothing, and then forced to spend all night ~ 
in the car sheds at Long Island City, because 
some one had blundered, and soit went on 
all the time.”’ 

Henry Hauck, who served throughout the - 
campaign as a private in Company L of the 
Seventy-first Regiment, said that there wags 
never any ‘lack of food until the regiment 
reached Cuba, and them the fault was due 
to the lack of cooking facilities and the 
necessity for each man to cook his own ra- 
tions. During the march to San Juan the 
men lost their rations and there was some 
scarcity for three days. The officers told 


‘ them to leave their, haversacks with their 


rations by the roadside and left a man to 
guard them, but the man was shot and the 
rations were stolen. 


LIEUT.BEAUBIEN TO CELEBRATE 


Has Been on the Police Force for Twen+ 
ty-five Years—His Excellent 
Record. 


Lieutenant Frank G. Beaubien; in Chicf 
of Police Kipley’s office, will celebrate today 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of his appoint- 
ment to the police force. He was made2 
patrolman on Nov. 19, 1873, when Joseph 
Medill was Mayor, and Elmer Washburn 
Chief of Police.

vice rather than the means of reformation,” | 


Superintendent Smith said that the John 
Worthy School dormitory was finished, but 
could not be used because $7,000 was needed 
to buy furniture. 

“Tt was not the intentionof John Worthy, 
one of the founders of the school,’”’ Mr. 
Smith said, ‘to make of it a truant school. 
It was to be the place of instruction for the 
poys at the bridewell.” Yet the superin- 
tendent said that at least 25 per cent of the 
boys sent to’ the House of Correction are 
committed for truancy—that is: committed 
to a criminal institution for truancy, and 
yet truancy is not a crime, and the super- 


intendent said he considered ‘t a mistake 


to treat them like criminals. 


What Changes Are Needed. 


The purpose of the school, the Superintend- 
ent said, was to educate all bridewell boys of 
17 years and under in the elementary princi- 
ples of a trade. There should be, he declared, 


with a new organ. He proposed’ that the fund for this purpose be realized in a way 


novel to that locality at least.

‘The question of a revision of the marriage 
service of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
by the elimination of the word “ obey ”’ is 
causing a great deal of concern to the clergy 
and laity all over the country. It isa fact 
that many women who present themselves 

“before a minister object to using the word. 
Some clergymen are of*the opinion that the 
germ serves no reasonable purpose, and 

are willing that it should be omitted. 

Others, however, cling to the belief that 
the word must be retained. . : 
The frequently recurring cases of late 

_where brides have objected to giving the 
promise which binds have induced the New 
York Herald to address a letter to the 
clergy requesting their views on this im- 
portant subject. The result has been to 

bring out an expression of Opinion as in- 
teresting to all classes as it is varied. 

‘* Equality in diversity is the truth upon 
which, in speaking of the relation of the 
sexes, Christ set the seal of his sanction,’’ 
sald the Rev. W. R. Huntington, rector of 
Grace Church. “It is by laying the same 
Amount of stress upon both the equality and 
the diversity that our Lord marks himself 
off, on the one hand, from those who would 
degrade woman by denying the equality, 
and, on the other, from those who would 
mislead woman by denying the diversity.

George Farquhar quaintly says: *‘ Women 
never really command until they have given 
their promise to obey, and they are never 
in more danger of being made slaves than 
when men are at their feet.’ 

‘‘There is a pretty story told of Queen 
It is said that the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, when he was asked to solemnize 
her marriage with Prince Albert, suggested 
that as the Prince would be her subject as 
well as her husband the word ‘ obey ' might 
be omitted by an order in council, But her 
Majesty said: ‘I am married as a woman, 
not as a Queen, and I shall certainly say 
‘obey.’ And it is said that in after years, 
when the Queen and the Prince Consort had 
any difficulty, he always appealed to 
the Queen as a wife and never failed to ob- 
tain a recognition of his position as the head 
of the wife, according to the scriptures.” 

Misapprehension of Marriage. 

“The supposed difficulty about the word 
‘obey’ in the marriage service results from 
a misapprehension of marriage,’ the 
Rev. B. F. De Costa of the Church of St. 
George the Martyr. ‘On the one part it is 
viewed as a sacrament, and on the other as 
legal concubinage. The latter view derived 
its vitality fromthe example of Henry VIII., 
which has resulted in the frightful system 
of divorce in this land, being a part of what 
is called ‘our reformation heritage.’ By 
the Catholic Church, in all ages, marriage 
has beem sacredly held asasacrament. The 
permanent and indissoluble union of one man 
and one woman has furnished the parallel 
between Christ andthe church. Theechurch 
is the bride of Christ, and obedience to Christ 

is the duty of the church. So with the wife, 
the bride.
